state. 
While there is no great fear 
?or a mad dog scare the city board 
of health thought it best as a pre­ 
caution to order all dogs muzzled 
while on the street. 
The police have 
been instructed to kill all dogs found 
without muzzles running at large. 
The dog bit the two girls on the 
hand and while it was frothing at the 
mouth was not thought to he mad. To 
be on the safe side the head was 
sent to the state board of health for 
examination and was found to have 
been suffering from rabies. 
The or­ 
der of the city 
board of health is 
made under the law’ passed in 1911, 
which gives the board the pow’er to 
make such an order. 
The report on 
the dog’s 
head was 
received this 
morning. 
The dog was a pet 
belonging to 
Carl Dishinger and had never caused 
any trouble before. 
Last Saturday 
morning it 
snapped at the 
Martin 
girl and broke the skin on her hand. 
On the same day the Brock girl was 
bitten. 
It is not known whether the 
dog bit any other animal or not, but 
the health hoard did not like to take 
a chance and ordered all dogs muz­ 
zled or confined.

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Palmer Child Labor Bill is Step to 
Free Children From Hard Labor 


W ashington, Feb, 12.— The intro­ 
duction of the Palmer child labor bill 
according to Mrs. Florence Kelly, 
member of the board of trustees of 
the National Child Labor Committee, 
is a long step forw ard in the light to 
tree 
children 
from 
factories 
and 
send them to school. The bill, which 
proposes to prohibit interstate com­ 
merce in goods produced by children 
under fourteen years of age, or by 
children 
under 
six teen 
who 
have 
worked more than eight hours a day 
is declared to be the most important 
of any similar bills that have been 
introduced. Mrs. Kelly, has prepared 
the following article ex plaining why 
this is so:

interested. 
It 
applies 
to 
m anufacturing establishments, fa c ­ 
tories, mines 
and 
quarries, 
mills, 
canneries and workshops. It is more 


ex tensive than the Kenyon 
bill in 
that it regulates the employment of 
children between the ages of 14 and 
16 years, restricting their working 
hours to eight in one day and to the 
daylight hours from 7 a m. to 7 p. 
m. 
Like the Kenyon Bill it 
applies; 
to interstate commerce. 
The enforcement of the proposed 
law is made the duty of each 
dis­ 
trict attorney to whom the Secretary 
of Labor shall report any violation. 
It is quite new providing that prose­ 
cutions must be begun when a state 
factory inspector, commissioner of 
labor, state medical inspector, school 
attendance officer or any other per­ 
son shall present satisfactory evi­ 
dence of a violation of the law. The 
penalty provided is a line

more than $1,060 nor less than $100 
or imprisonment of not less nor more 
than one year or both such tine and 
imprisonment.

We have an analogy in the case <>]' 
the Pure Food Law. 
The » late» and 
cities have never been so stimulated 
to enact 
and 
enforce 
legislation 
with regard to foods prepared for 
sale within their own borders 
as 
since the enactment of 
the 
Pure 
Food and Drugs Law, and there is 
every reason to believe that the pro­ 
posed federal child labor law would 
work in the same way. 
I believe that the educational work 
of the National Uhild Labor Commit­ 
tee will be found to have entered up­ 
on a new phase more valuable than 
all the good campaigns that it has 
hitherto carried on. 
States whose statutes arc good on 
paper only will receive a new stim u­ 
lus to the enforcement of their laws. 
And refractory slates such as West 
A irginia and the great cotton m anu­ 
facturing communities of the » South 
will receive a challenge they cannot 
ignore through this aggressive attack 
upon the sham laws which disgrace 
their statute books.

the idea that the former Senator 
had at one time bought up an en­ 
tire bond issue of first mortgage 
bonds of the Pacific railroads and 
had them turned over to the United 
States to guarantee completion of a 
transcontinental rail line. Col. F. A. 
Reeve, acting solicitor for the 1 rea- 
sury Department, believes that Blai­ 
sdell was merely 
suffering 
from 
some sort of hallucination, but since 
that time his story lias been used to 
sell “ s t o c k ” in the visionary claim. 
Blaisdell lias not been heard of in 
Washington for y e ari and officials 
here believe he is dead.

For years after this t lie re was 
nothing more heard of the claim blit 
lately Col. Reeve has learned that 
some more 50 to 1 chances are be­ 
ing offered and that one man recent­ 
ly parted with $1,000 to the pro.- 
moters. 
Though names of these promoters 
are not made public it is said that 
they represent they are working for 
a contingent foe of 50 per cent, of 
the money recovered and need it few
